WANTS HUNTING, 
FISHING SEASONS 
REDUCED IN ONTARIO 


Hastings County Council at its 
closing session on Friday unanimously 
endorsed a recommendation request- 

- the Provincial Government to re- 
stat ‘pertodst of the hunting and 
fishing seasons in Ontario. 

Reeve George West, Madoc, in 
moving the recommendation, told 
council that if Hastings County is to 
attract the tourist business it needs 
good roads, good fishing and good 
hunting. He also included in his rec- 
ommendation that three assistant 
game and fishery wardens be appoint- 
ed to this county. 

“The regular men are over-work- 
ed," he said, “and cannot do their jobs 
properly. One man cannot ‘be at both 
ends of the county at the same time. 
Consequently many fishing grounds 
of the county are being neglected. 

The hunting season, in his opinion, 
should be cut down to ten days in- 
stead of two or three weeks. A num- 
ber of game and fishery associations 
in Ontario have already passed res- 
olutions to this effect and he felt that 
the county of Hastings should follow 
suit. 


By reducing the length of the 


seasons and adding to the staff of 
the game and fishery officials, Reeve 
West said he felt that the more game 
and fish available in the county, the 
more tourists would be attracted here. 
As it is much of the tourist traffic is 
being diverted to other parts of the 
province. This could be brought back 
to Hastings if the proper procedure 
regarding hunting and fishing was 
taken.

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Christmas Suggestions 


The outburst of Christmas cheer, 
the chiming of the bells, the wor- 
ship, the fun and all that goes to 
make a Merry Chrismas, are cus- 
toms inherited from a long line of 
ancestors and from many coun- 
tries. Warm hospitality at this 
season is a tradition of long stand- 
ing, so we gather our families, our 
friends, and those for whom we 
are making Chrismas, to share the 
happiness of the day. 

The home economists of the 
Consumer Section, Dominion De- 
partment of -Agriculture, offer a 
few suggestions to simplify some 
of the homemakers’ problems. 

In keeping with the Christmas 
colour scheme the salad should be 
red. The choice is between cran- 
berries, tomato juice and beets. A 
jellied salad will be the easiest to 
prepare and serve, since it requires 
only garnishing with greens and 
dressing at the last minute. 

Dessert will probably be plum 
pudding or mince pie, but it is wise 
to have an alternative dessert for 
the children and those who may 
have already indulged rather heart- 
ily in the first course. An old- 
time homemade vanilla custard ice 
cream served with a red fruit sauce 
ia just right. 


Jellied Beot Ring 


1 tablespoon gelatine 

Y% cup cold water 

1 cup juice from canned bew's 
or water 

# tablespoons light corn syrup 

8 tablespoons prepared horse- 
radish

1 cup diced couked beets 

Soak gelatine in cold water for 
S minutes. Bring beet juice or 
water to bviling point. Add soak- 
ed gelatine and stir urtil dissolved. 
Add corn syrup, salt, horseradish 
and vinegar. Chill. When mix- 
ture begins to thicken, stir in cele 
ry and beets. Pour into a moist- 
ened ring mould and chill until 
firm. Unmould on salad greens 
and fill centre with cabbage salad.

Mincemeat Upside-Down Pudding 

This pudding requires more 
mincemeat than pie, therefore is 
luscious and juicy but easy on the 
shortening. : 

14% cups sifted pastry flour OR 

4% cups sifted all-purpose flour 

2% teaspoons baking powder 

% teaspoon salt 

3 tablespoons shortening 

% cup granulated sugar 

1 egg, well beaten 

% cup milk 

Mincemeat 

Sift together the dry ingredients. 
Cream the shortening slightly, add 
sugar and egg. Blend well. Add dry 
ingredients alternately with milk, to 
make a rather thin drop batter. 
Decorate- the bottom of « well- 
gréased pudding mould with a few 
tozsted almonds. Spread with a 
generous layer of mincemeat. Fill 
mould no more than two-thirds 
full with batter. Cover and steam 
Ove idly boiling water, ‘about 
1% hour’? Tyrn out.and serve hot 
with hard sauce Ur a hot pudding 
gauce. Six servings.

WAR AND PEACE 


On November 11, 1918, millions of 
people in many countries believed that 
the war to end all wars had been 
fought and Won.

That is a lesson that must not. be 
forgotten by the peoples of the United 
Nations as they join in Thanksgiving 
for victory and embark upon the task 
of building a better world —Lakefield 
News.

Q. How can I make a good 
shampoo? 

A. Cut a bar of pure Castile soap 
into small pieces. Pour enough 
boiling water on the soap to make 
a thick jelly.

WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 
Blind Aid 


The blind may® soon have an 
electrical gadget to help them get 
around without bumping into ob- 
stacles. The basic idea, now being 
workedovt by the Army Signal 
Corps, is a small box shooting out 
a narrow beam of light, Time re- 
porte By turning the beam from 
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side to side, the blind man can 
feel his ways When the beam hits 
a lamp-post, a fence or any such 
obstacle, its light reflects back to 
a lens and is focused on a photo- 
electric cell. A gentle buzz in an 
earphone warns him that the ob- 
stacle is near. The blind man can 
tell its direction by pointing his 

. He can learn to tell how far 
away ii ig. by the length of the 
buzz. 

One ‘problem in designing the 
instrument was to eliminate false 
signals from sunshine or artificial 
light. Seo the beam was made to 
pulsate like the radio waves from a 
radar transmitter, and the photo- 
electric tube sas made insensitive 
to non-pulsating light. 

At preseht, the “optical cane” is 
heavy (rine pounds) and cannot 
“see” narrow obstacles such as 
hanging wires. The signal corps 
intends to iron out all such com- 
paratively minor faults before of- 
fering its invention to the blind.
